1. Commandant Ali Muttaher (0104-L) joined the Indian Coast Guard on 17 
August 1984. He took over the command of Indian Coast Guard Ship Vivek on 
27 April 2)04. The officer Is the first ever Commercial Pilot Licence (CPL) entry 
aviator to command an Offshore Patrol Vessel (OPV). The professionalism, 
dynamism and his ability to motivate the men have transformed the ship into a 
well-knit aloat unit. 

2. On 26 Decerriber 2004, while the ship was on routine Exclusive Economic 
Zone (EEZ) patrol, east of North Andaman Islands, she experienced heavy 
vibrations. It was later confirmed that the vibrations were due to the earthquake, 
which roc<ed South-East Asia with its epicentre lying at 160 kms, west of 
Suhfiatra. The magnitude of the quake was measured as 9.0 on the Richter 
scale. The ship was immediately directed for relief operations in the Great 
Nicobar Island. On passage, the ship received an order to evacuate stranded 
police perjonnel from a police post in the Interview Island. Only four injured 
police personnel were evacuated, as the others were left to man the post 
alongwith arms and ammunitions. In the wee hours of 27 December 2004, the 
ship entenjd Port Blair harbour and left at 1800 hrs on the same day with 12.5 
tonnes of dry provisions, 12 KL of kerosene and other relief material embarked, 
for Campbell Bay as large scale destructions and loss of life was reported in the 
Great NicoDar Islands. 

3. On i s way to Campbell Bay, the ship launched a helicopter for aerial recce 
off Chowrn Islands. The helicopter reported large scale casualties. The ship 
Immediatel/ air dropped its medical team in the Islands. The survivors reported 
approximajely 800 Inhabitants either dead or missing. The ship’s medical team 
provided fill medical treatment to all injured in the Island and evacuated 25 
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critically injured people to the ship. Rest of the population were provided with 
200 kg rice, 100 kg dai and cooked food for two days. The casualties were 
evacuated to the Car Nicobar Island for onward transportation to Port Blair. The 
ship reached Campbell Bay on PM 29 December 04. The first evacuation 
operation started from Chingam Basti where the ship’s helicopter and boat 
evacuated 67 stranded locals. The ship anchored in the South Bay so that 
maximum casualties could be evacuated in minimum time. The ship’s boat and 
helicopter were used extensively throughout for evacuations. The day ended 
with an evacuation of 81 survivors. 

4. On OUanuary 2005, the ship’s helicopter^ whilst returning after an 
evacuation operation, reported the presence of an Indonesian boat off Campbell 
Bay. The state of boat and the crew were reported to be unhealthy. They were 
presumed to be adrift and as the helicopter operations were not possible after the 
sunset, the Commanding Officer took the decision to send the ship’s boat for the 
rescue of the Indonesian crew. Under the guidance of the Commanding Officer, 
the operation continued throughout the night and twelve precious lives were 
saved. 

5. The uncertainty of the scenario and adverse weather conditions tested the 
officer’s calibre as Commanding Officer to the hilt, in which the ship undertook 
the herculean task of embarkation and distribution of relief material and 
evacuation of valuable lives in a professional manner, in recognition of the 
excellent command and control, focused goal orientation and tremendous 
leadership qualities. Commandant Aii Muttaher(0104-L) is strongly recommended 
for Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry).

1. Co nmandant Milind Manohar Patil (0252-V) joined the Indian Coast Guard 
on 14 January 1990. He took over as the Coast Guard District Commander 
Nicobar (COMDIS-10) on 22 May 2004. 

2. On 26 December 2004 as Campbell Bay experienced an earthquake of 8.9 
on the Richter scale which resulted in the “Tsunami” effect causing 
unpreced anted shock and large scale damage to the Great Nicobar Islands, 
Commandant MM Patil rushed to confirm that all the Indian Coast Guard families 
staying <it the married accommodation complex at Lai Tekr1 were safe. 
Immediat ely thereafter, he rushed to the Other Than Married (OTM) complex 
alongwith the personnel living in married accommodation to check their status. 
On confirming the safety of iniiving enrolled personnel, Commandant MM Patil 
focused fis attention on the Campbell Bay town. 

3. He formed a disaster management team consisting of all local heads of the 
Govi org;anisations. Since the Campbell Bay jetty was totally destroyed, he 
rushed to check the state of the runway. The airfield was the only link between 
the Campbell Bay and the outside world. Though the tsunami had brought large 
quantity of debris on the runway, he assessed that the runway was still useable. 
The officer with help of the Military Engineering Service (MES) got down to the 
task of cl earing the runway, it was due to his foresight and determination the 
runway was made operationai in record time resulting in the Campbell Bay 
receiving elief material in large quantities. 

4. Commandant MM Patil established communication with the Indian Coast 
Guard Sttip Kanaklata Barua, which was operating in the nearby area and 
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prepared for evacuation of injured persons from various places. He worked 
tirelessly to collect ail possible resources to set up camps and to ensure the 
much sought after relief to the injured and affected persons. He was 
instrumental in pulling a number of vehicles and boats, out of the rubble and 
making them operational. He ensured that ail the evacuated persons, as many as 
3000, were given first meal and medical aid in the improvised camps set up by 

the India Coast Guard. Understanding the Importance of teamwork In such 

# 

eventualities, Commandant MM Patil managed the unstinted support of the other 
components of the Andaman and Nicobar Command as well as, the other civil 
organisations. He provided logistic support to the Directorate Shipping Services 
ship MV Katchal and deployed her to Little Nicobar Islands group from where the 
ship evacuated approximately 200 survivors. He deputed a team of Military 
Engineering Service, Andaman Public Works Department and Andaman and 
Lakshadweep Harbour Works reps to survey the road leading to Indira Point for 
assessing the feasibility of undertaking temporary repairs. Within a few days, he 
was overseeing the administration of fourteen relief camps accommodating as 
many as 5800 persons. The officer ensured the requisite co-ordination amongst 
various agencies so that the relief operations had achieved the desired results. 
His able leadership resulted in the successful evacuation of thousands of 
stranded personnel and in saving valuable lives. 

5. The District Headquarters (Nicobar) OTM complex being in low-lying area 
was totally devastated due to Tsunami. With excellent public relations 
Commandant MM Patil managed to get 9.18 hectare of revenue land allotted to 
the Indian Coast Guard from civil administration for relocation of the District 
Headquarters Nicobar OTM complex. The timely action initiated by him helped 
the Indian Coast Guard to restore funetioning of the District Headquarters. 

6. In view of the extraordinary display of courage in face of enormous danger, 
level-headed thinking under extremely stressful conditions, high leadership 
qualities and efficient resources management, Commandant Milind Manohar 
Patil (0252-V) is strongly recommended for the award of Tatrakshak 
Medal(Gallantry).

the fateful day of 26 December 2004 at 0845 hrs, a Search and 
JAR) call was received by the Coast Guard Air Station (Chennai), 
that high waves had engulfed the Marina beach. Reacting with alacrity, 
ant (JG) PS Malhotra rushed to the aircraft and got airborne 
ously aiongwith a co-pilot and two aircrew divers in no time. At Marina 
pilots witnessed the unprecedented havoc, which the Tsunami waves 
!d. Boats, hutments and personal belongings were all tossed up and 
alising the gravity of the situation, Commandant (JG) Malhotra swung 
and initiated a concerted search pattern over the sea. Soon the 
located a man floating on a small plank, frantically waving for help, 
ptly lowered the free diver near the drowning man. The diver secured 
ith the rescue strop and winched him up into the aircraft. The person 
diately evacuated for medical aid. The search was resumed and two 
rmen were spotted struggling to survive by holding a sinking boat off 
1 fishing harbour. The fishermen were winched up and evacuated to 
t landing place, a narrow fishing jetty. The aircraft was low on fuel by 
:he pilots decided to return to the base. Without wasting any time 
ant (JG) PS Malhotra got another helicopter ready and within five 
it airborne. A number of fishermen were struggling to survive as their 
i broken into pieces. The survivors were quickly picked up from the 
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sea and handed over to the persons standing on the breakwater with an 


ambulance. The breakwater was quite narrow, but displaying precision and 
utmost flying skills, they landed on it repeatedly till all 11 survivors were handed 
over safely to the awaiting ambulance. 


3. The sea was very choppy and the winds were strong. Locating, hovering 
and winching up the survivors were tricky and tiring. It was a gruelling task but 
Commandant (JG) Malhotra, exhibited utmost perseverance, devotion to duty 
and immense moral courage in rescuing fourteen precious human lives from the 
clutches of certain death. They flew continuously for five hours and saved all the 
survivors within their range. The rescue operations carried out by the Indian 
Coast Guard helicopters off Marina beach were given extensive media coverage 

and lauded the world over. 


4. Commandant (JG) PS Malhotra exhibited exemplary bravery, devotion to 
duty, supreme crew co-ordination and decisiveness, which resulted in saving 
fourteen precious lives at sea and retrieval of six dead bodies from the sea. He 
has uplield the high traditions of the Indian Coast Guard service and its motto, 
“We Protect” and has brought immense laurels to the Indian Coast Guard 
Service. Commandant (JG) PS Malhotra (0305-Q) is strongly recommended for 
the award of Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry).

1. Kamal Singh, Uttam Navik (Store Assistant), an Aircrew Diver (03278-Z) 
joined the Indian Coast Guard on 02 August 1996. He reported at 848 Coast 
Guard Helicopter Squadron, Chennai on 23 January 2003. 

2. On the fateful day of 26 December 2004, when the killer Tsunami struck 
Tamil Nadu coast, Kama! Singh, Uttam Navik, was the Aircrew diver in the 
Search and Rescue (SAR) sorties undertaken by the Indian Coast Guard 814 
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helicopter He was briefed about the grave challenges of rescuing people from 
the choppy seas caused by the Tsunami waves. He willingly came forv/ard to 
fight the natural disaster and was ready to save lives of the people In distress, 
unmindful of his personal safety 

3. Ovar the Marina beach, many pieces of broken boats and catamaran were 
seen float ng and few survivors were found holding on to these pieces, wavinc for 
help. Kanal Singh, Uttam Navik, was immediatefy lowered by the Coast Guard 
Helicopter 814 on these damaged and drifting boats, which were tossing and 
swinging dangerously due to the rough seas. He had to push the boat’s 
superstructure away from him, repeatedly to protect himself from getting hurt. 
Braving ths difficulties, Kama! Singh, Uttam Navik, landed on the damaged boats 
and managed to put on the rescue strop around the survivors. These survivors 
were picked up and dropped at the nearest breakwater. However, Kamal Singh, 
Uttam Na\ik, was left behind to take care of the remaining survivors. It was a 
very diffici It task as the panic stricken survivors, at times, held him so tight that 
he had to break loose to prevent himself frorh drowning along with them. This 
process ojritinued and Kamal Singh, Uttam Navik, rescued eleven stranded 
survivors from various damaged boats, submerged catamaran pieces and 
floating wooden planks in quick succession. 

4. Kamal Singh, Uttam Navik, has displayed exceptional devotion to duty and 
vwthout caring for his personal safety, saved eleven survivors and recovered four 
dead bodes in the rough sea. thereby bringing laurels to the service. This 
dedication and courageous act Is in conformity with the highest traditions of the 
Indian Coast Guard. Kamal Singh, Uttam Navik (SA) ACD (03278-Z) Is strongly 
recommer ded for the award of Tatrakshak Medal(Gallantry).

On 16“^ June, 2004 at 0510 hours a call was received at Cuttack Fire Station 
informing that two persons were drowning in the strong current of Kathajodi river, 
Cuttack. 

Immediately Shri Padamanava Behera, a crew member of the Fire Station, 
rushed to the spot. On arrival at the bank of the river he noticed that Shri Ranjan 
Pradhan and Shri Kalia Moharana were being swept away in the strong current of the 
river. Both of them were miserably struggling for their life. In the crowded viewers, no 
body could dare to step out for rescue of victims. Realising danger to their lives, Shri 
Padma Nava Behera, Fireman and Shri Bibekananda Das, Fireman, maintaining 
absolute cxintrol and skill, ventured into the fast flowing river. They managed to get 
hold of the arms of both the victims and after struggling in the strong currents of the 
river succeeded in bringing Shri Ranjan Pradhan and Shri Kalia Moharana safely out 
of the river.
